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Slow down before 
someone Is killed’ 


DEVASTATED mum Anna 
Rogers is pleading with 
drivers to take care after 
her young daughter was 
involved in a car accident 
close to a school. 

The 30-year-old was walk¬ 
ing home with her 4-year-old 
daughter Lana when the 
youngster was hurt on a ped¬ 
estrian crossing. 

Mrs Rogers had just dropped her 
other daughter, Carina, 7, off at the 
city’s Lantern Primary School, on 
Nene Road, and was walking back to 
their home in Dunstan Street. 

They were using a crossing on 
Downham Road, close to Harlequin 
Childcare and City of Ely Comm¬ 
unity College, when the accident 
happened. 

Mrs Rogers said: “We stopped, as 
we do every morning at the crossing 
and waited for vehicles in both 
directions to let us cross the road. 

“Lana was on her scooter and I 
had hold of her hood. 

“After a little wait, both cars 
stopped and we started to use the 
crossing.” 

However, as they crossed the 
youngster was in collision with 
another vehicle. The driver stopped 
and rushed to help. 

Mrs Rogers, who lives with her 
husband Raymond, said: “She didn’t 
cry, she didn’t talk - she was just in 
slow motion and shock. I was hyst- 
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erical and was screaming. 

“One of the drivers took us to the 
Princess of Wales Hospital and we 
were then taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

“Luckily, Lana was just in shock 
and only cut her knees but it could 
have been so, so much worse.” 

The incident happened just after 
9am last Friday. 

Mrs Rogers said Lana attends the 
Goslings pre-school, which is based 
at the Lantern school. 

She said: “I walk this route three 
times each day with my daughters. 

“With so many young children 
and school pupils around, drivers 
need to slow down and take care 
before someone is killed. 

“I also think there needs to be 
more warning signs telling motorists 
that there are schools on and around 
Downham Road.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said the collision was 
being investigated and a woman was 
helping them with their enquiries. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
bosses have urged motorists to “take 
care” when travelling near schools 
but insisted there were sufficient 
school warning signs on Downham 
Road.

Tyre inferno firm 
allowed to reopen 


BOSSES at a tyre reprocessing 
business where a massive fire 
broke out has been given perm¬ 
ission to reopen the site. 

Councillors have approved plans to 
change the use of the Murfitts site in 
Wisbech Road, Littleport, despite con¬ 
cerns from local residents, businesses and 
community leaders. 

The facility, which was formerly a tyre 
granulation plant, will now be used as an 
outside storage site for rubber granules. 

The decision was made by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s planning 
committee last week. 

Councillors have, however, said it can 
only open from 7am-7pm Monday-Friday 
and 7am-lpm on Saturdays to reduce 
noise pollution and other disturbances for 
nearby residents. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
have also demanded that a fire prevention 
and suppression management plan is

enforced on the site, as well as fire 
hydrants. 

But Grenville Goodson, chairman of the 
Littleport Society, was “bitterly dis¬ 
appointed” with the committee’s decision. 

He said: “I’m sure I speak on behalf of 
almost everyone in Littleport when I say I 
am shocked and bitterly disappointed by 
the council’s decision. 

“The fire at this site may have been an 
accident but it caused such misery for so 
many people and now they are risking it 
happening again. 

“I hope this won’t be a decision the 
council comes to regret and that any 
future problems at the site will rest on 
their shoulders.” 

Murfitts will be allowed store up to 2,000 
tonnes of rubber granules in large bags at 
the site for the next three years. After that 


time, it will have to re-apply to continue. 

It follows a massive fire at the recycling 
plant in August 2009 when more than 
2,000 tonnes of shredded rubber product 
caught alight. 

Thick, black smoke caused misery for 
local residents and business owners for 
weeks, after they were told to keep their 
premises sealed. 

Staff at St George’s Medical Centre 
treated people complaining of coughs and 
breathing difficulties. 

The fire burned for seven weeks before 
the flames died down. 

Speaking at the meeting, David Shaw, 
Murfitts’ agent, said: “The applicant does 
understand the enormous stress the fire 
caused in Littleport and like them, wishes 
it had never happened. 

“But it did also cause him enormous 
problems and now he wants to get his 
business back on tracks in a manner 
which he believes will not put local people 
at risk.” 


Cancer scientist 
to deliver lecture 

AWARD-winning scientist Dr 
Elizabeth Murchison will give the 
29th Osmond Lecture at the King’s 
School Ely tomorrow. 

The annual lecture was established 
by the Old Eleans’ Club of former 
pupils in memory of Leonard 
Osmond, who taught science at the 
school from 1930 until his 
retirement in 1970. Fie died in 1987. 
Tasmanian born Dr Murchison 
studies the genetics and evolution 
of the only two tumours known to 
be spread between individuals by 
the transfer of cancer cells - one 
affects dogs and the other the 
Tasmanian devil and threatens to 
wipe out the unique marsupial. 

Her research could assist the fight 
against cancers in humans and was 
acknowledged by a LOreal- 
UNESC0 Women in Science award 
in 2009.

council’ to save money 


CUTLACKS 
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A NEW super council could be 
created by the merger of East 
Cambridgeshire, Fenland and 
Huntingdonshire district councils, 
it has been revealed. 

The Conservative leaders of all three 
authorities have been in talks about the 
possible move. 

If the link is approved, they say it could 
save millions of pounds each year. 

Staff at all three authorities have been 
briefed by their chief executives about the 
plan, which could also result in hundreds of 
council job loses. 

No decisions have yet been made on 
options which range from a full merger 
through to simply sharing services - or 
doing nothing if the plan does not win 
support. 

The leaders say their respective auth¬ 
orities are so similar that there would be 
sufficient “synergy” to make the plan 
possible. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “All three district councils 
have so much in common that I believe this 
makes sense. 

“We are all under such huge financial 
pressure to provide the quality of services 
we do. 

“Merging and centralising it seems the 
best way forward in these tough times. 

“Obviously things are only at the very 
early stages and we need to see what the 
spirit for this is before anything else can 
move forward.” 

Cllr Alan Melton, leader of Fenland 
District Council, said a merger could save 
millions of pounds, but acknowledged that 
jobs could be at risk. 

He said: “I am very excited about the 
whole thing. It could be a win-win situation. 

“I am of the opinion we could save a lot of 
money. With the increased efficiency we 
could deliver the same high standard of 
services for less money.” 

Cllr Melton said legislation would be 
required for the scheme to go ahead and 
new elections would need to be held. 

Cllr Ian Bates, leader of Huntingdonshire 
District Council, said: “No decisions have 
been made an all options are open. 

“We all know how difficult times are at the 
moment and we have to consider these 
things. It is beholden upon us to consider 
these type of changes. 

“If members of the public want to write to 
me with their suggestions they would be 
welcome to do so.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council was 
formed in 1974 with the merger of the Ely 
Urban District Council, Ely Rural Council 
and Newmarket Rural Council. 

All three leaders will meet in Huntingdon 
on March 7 to gauge the level of support for 
taking the idea forward.

Say sorry, 
judge tells 
councillor 


A COUNCILLOR has been 
suspended and ordered to 
write letters of apology to his 
colleagues. 

Cllr Kenneth Owen Winters, a 
member of Little Downham Parish 
Council, was found guilty of dis¬ 
respecting his colleagues by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council last 
year. 

The district council’s standards 
hearing sub-committee found he 
breached the parish council’s code of 
conduct through his behaviour at a 
meeting in November 2009. 

Cllr Winters appealed against the 
decision. But the Weekly News can 
now confirm it has been rejected by 
judge Sally Lister following a tribunal 
hearing at Cambridge County Court. 

Mrs Lister has suspended Cllr 
Winters as a parish councillor for 
two months. 

She also ordered him to make a 
written apology to the council’s clerk 
and to each of his fellow parish 
councillors. Failure to do so will see 
him suspended for a further four 
months. 

It comes after the parish council 
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was forced to abandon a meeting 
when Mr Winters failed to respond 
to the chairman’s question as to 
whether the item he was speaking 
about was on the agenda. 

The tribunal heard how a “shout¬ 
ing match” erupted between Cllr 
Winters and the then chairman, Rik 
Stacey. 

Judge Lister said: “The respondent 
was seriously disrespectful to the 
chairman and he has failed to ack¬ 
nowledge that he breached the code 
of conduct. There has been no hint 
of contrition or an apology. 

“The appellant continues to have 
a serious lack of insight into the 
appropriateness of his behaviour 
and the tribunal is very concerned 
that until he understands how he 
should behave there is every 
likelihood of a repetition of this type 
of conduct.” 

Cllr Winters, who has been a 
member of the parish council since 
May 2007, refused to comment on 
Mrs Lister’s decision.

Carer’s 999 call 
helps couple 
save bungalow 


AN elderly couple have 
thanked emergency 
services - and their 
neighbour’s carer-for 
preventing a fire 
spreading through their 
home. 

Brian Barclay, 77, and 
his 73-year-old wife, 
Daphne, were both inside 
when a blaze broke out in 
the utility room of their 
bungalow in Longfield 
Road, Littleport. 

The fire started after an 
electric toaster caught 
light and within minutes, 
flames engulfed the room. 

The couple, who have 
lived in the house for 53 
years, heard the fire 
alarm sound in the 
hallway and rushed 
through to find thick, 
black smoke billowing 
from the room. 

But a carer who was 
visiting their elderly 
neighbour at the time had 
already dialled 999 after 
seeing the smoke and 
hearing the alarm. 

Mrs Barclay, who is 
asthmatic, said: “My 
husband started grabbing 
towels and coats and 


threw them over the 
toaster to smother the 
flames. The fire engines 
and ambulances then 
arrived as a carer visiting 
my neighbour had called 
them. 

“The carer wouldn’t 
give me his name but I 
want to thank him and the 
emergency services for 
the amazing job they did. 

“Thankfully, the fire 
only damaged some 
areas of the utility room 
but it could have been so 
much worse. 

“I’d also urge all 
homeowners to make 
sure they have fire alarms 
and that they are in good 
working order as that it 
what alerted us and the 
carer.” 

The fire happened at 
around 9.30am on 
Sunday. Two fire crews 
rushed to the scene, 
helped extinguish the 
flames and treated Mr 
and Mrs Barclay for 
smoke inhalation.

Dial-a-ride users 
called to meeting 

A MEETING will be held next week to 
discuss the future of a community bus 
service. 

Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride will hold its 
AGM on Tuesday and volunteers are 
urging people to attend. 

It comes just a fortnight after East 
Cambridgeshire District Council pulled 
the plug on its funding for the service, 
which offers a lifeline to isolated, elderly 
and disabled people across the region. 

The charity was set to receive £16,800 
from the council this year. But the cash- 
strapped authority voted to withdraw the 
grant in a bid to balance the books and 
save £2.6million over the next four years. 

Nick Blencowe, business development 
manager of Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride, said 
services would need to be cut back. 

He said: “We are reliant on outside 
funding to balance the books. 

“We operate to give those in the 
community who can’t use the main bus 
service access to local amenities by 
providing an affordable door-to-door 
bus service.” 

The loss-making service has been 
operating since December 2003. The 
council’s grant represented 5 per cent of 
the service’s overall income but was its 
largest grant. 

Mr Blencowe said more than 90 of the 
service’s users would attending the AGM 
and said anyone with an interest in the 
charity was welcome to attend. 

He said: “We will be discussing how we 
can move forward and how the service 
will be affected, so we would urge people 
to come along and have their say.” 

The meeting is being held at Witchford 
Village Hall at 11.30am. 


Metal thieves 
run riot In hall

VILLAGERS have been left 
devastated after copper 
thieves ransacked their 
much-loved community 
hall.

line dancing and much more. 

“These people now have no¬ 
where to go for weeks, and possibly 
months. 

“We’ve now got to rip up all the 
wooden flooring and wait for the 
whole building to dry out before we 
can start refurbishing it.”

Cuts will not go 
towards a party

comments linking the reduction in 
recycling credits at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to

Sir, The incident where a car crashed 
into houses in Broad Street, causing 
damage estimated at £50,000, is only 
the latest such event (Crash sparks 
call to curb boy racers - Weekly News, 
January 27). A few years ago a

housing developments”, which 
means it’s a distance from the 
established estates, and how far will 
it be from the proposed new 
development to the north of Ely? 
The new site is “hardly a marathon”, 
Cllr Petts states, at only a mile from 
the cathedral (not many people live 
in the cathedral) and access will be 
via a “well-lit underpass”. The 
underpass may have a perfect 
surface and be well-lit but how 
many people will be comfortable 
cycling or walking there from other 
parts of the city during the winter 
months - let alone allow their 
children to travel there on our many 
narrow, pot-holed roads. Most 
leisure centres are busiest at lunch 
times and evenings, and by situating 
the leisure centre on Downham 
Road those wishing to use it during 


speeding car, out of control, 
demolished the brick gate pillar and 
wall of Bishop Wynn Close before 
swerving across Broad Street into the 
hairdresser’s shop. It ruptured the 
main gas supply pipe, police closed 
the street, and disaster was only 
averted by the brave proprietor of 
Alan Fish Bar, who stuffed a potato 
into the damaged pipe and sealed off 
the leak. 

A year or so later, an uncannily similar 
incident occurred when a car crashed 
into a house on the corner of Broad 
Street and Victoria Street, damaging 


lunchtime will, due to time 
constraints, have to use their car, 
creating increased traffic past the 
City of Ely College, and those using it 
in evenings may well choose to use 
their car, especially in winter 
months. 

Cllr Petts also states that the cost of 
redeveloping the Paradise site 
would be “exorbitant”: is that more 
“exorbitant” than the £12 million to 
build at Downham Road?

Time for leisure centre facts before May polls open 


Sir, Clearly we must have 
changes in the governance 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. The 
present regime is acting 
without any regard for the 
opinions of the people of 
Ely and are leading us 
down a slippery slope to 
chaos. 

A leisure centre should, as 
its name implies, be in the 
city centre. To locate it 
outside the bypass is total 
nonsense. That Jackie 
Petts and the rest of the 
Conservative 
administration seem 
determined to build it in a 
place inaccessible to most 
users is nonsense. So I will 
point out some of her 
flawed thinking. 

A new leisure centre can 
be built on the present

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Green light shines 
on solar energy bid

WILBURTON is to become home 
to East Anglia’s biggest solar energy 
farm. 

Plans to build a 35-acre solar electricity 
farm in the village have been given the 
green light by councillors. 

The £13 million project will be built on 
land south of Mingay Farm, off Twenty- 
pence Road. 

The decision was made by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s planning 
committee last week following “over¬ 
whelming” public support. 

Committee members heard the council 
had not received any objections about the 
plans following a public consultation and 
exhibition by applicants, Abbey Renew¬ 
ables. 

Wilburton and Haddenham parish 
councils, the Environment Agency and the 
County Wildlife Trust also backed the 
proposals. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents Wilburton 
as a district and county councillor, said: 
“These are exciting plans and I, like 
everyone else I have spoken to, welcome 
them. 

“The firm itself has been more than 
embracing with the local community and 


this solar farm will not only put East 
Cambridgeshire on the map for eco- 
friendliness but also bring huge benefits to 
the local community. 

“Unlike most proposals, this one will not 
lead to acres of concrete but will instead be 
discreet, clean and quiet, just how re¬ 
newable energy should be.” 

The development will save more than 
55,000 tonnes of carbon dioxide over a 25- 
year period and provide the national grid 
with enough electricity to power more than 
1,200 homes. 

A total of 57,120 solar panels, all with a 
maximum height of 2.2m, will be erected on 
the land, with secure fencing and CCTV 
cameras surrounding the site. 

Sheep will be used to graze the land. 

Chris Askill, the applicant’s agent, said: 


No objections: 
the 35-acre 
solar energy 
farm in 
Wilburton will 
be the biggest 
in East Anglia 
and could 
power 1,200 
homes. 


“Solar farms are a relatively new concept in 
this country but the support we’ve received 
for this development has been over¬ 
whelming. 

“Ninety-four per cent of people that took 
part in our consultation were in support of 
it and more than 200 residents attended a 
public exhibition.” 

As part of the development, Wilburton 
Primary School will also be given solar 
panels for its roof. 

Work is expected to start in the spring. 

■ Abbey Renewables is also hoping to build 
a 17-hectare solar energy farm in Chittering. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the firm 
has announced proposals to build the farm 
on land east of the village at Radical Farm. 

A decision on the multi-million pound 
farm is expected in the spring.

Arts society disbands

A GROUP which has brought live 
music and theatre to Soham for 
the past seven years has been 
disbanded.

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ECDC probe to 
ease road chaos 


COUNCILLORS are “moving for¬ 
ward” with plans to tackle cong¬ 
estion at Ely’s notorious railway 
bridge. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
told the Weekly News it was looking at “all 
options”. It comes just weeks after 
community leaders insisted the need for 
an Ely southern bypass was now greater 
than ever. 

For years, motorists have faced lengthy 
queues either side of the bridge at regular 
intervals throughout the day. 

And councillors have admitted the 
situation will become even worse after the 
Department for Transport approved multi¬ 
million pound plans to upgrade the rail 
freight route between Felixstowe and 
Nuneaton. 

With more trains set to pass through Ely 
as a result, it means barriers at the bridge 
will be down more often and for longer 
periods. 

The results of a traffic survey carried out 
by Atkins consultants last September have 
now been published. 

They show that on weekdays, the 
barriers are down for an average of 35 
minutes an the hour. 

This is reduced to 29 minutes in the hour 
on Saturdays and 18 minutes on Sundays. 

Queue lengths either side of the crossing 
were also measured - with the average 
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length on the Ely side of the bridge being 
50 metres on weekdays. 

The average length on the Stuntney side 
on weekdays was 79 metres. 

The survey also shows that on weekdays, 
the A142 is blocked for at least 10 per cent 
of the time from the Stuntney side. 

Liberal Democrats insist the only way to 
prevent congestion from getting worse was 
to press ahead with a £30 million southern 
bypass. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
council’s strategic development comm¬ 
ittee, said: “We all know how difficult the 
congestion is on the A142 as it heads into 
the bottle neck at the railway station. 

“With the barriers down an average of 35 
minutes out of every hour at the moment, 
the situation is only going to get worse. 

“The district council has been working 
closely with the county council to look at 
all the options which could potentially 
resolve the problem. 

“We are reaching the stage where we are 
working out how deliverable each of these 
options are - this includes looking at the 
funding pots available and whether money 
from areas such as the Community 
Infrastructure Levy could be the key.”

A BUSINESSMAN who crashed 
his wife's car after drinking wine 
cannot remember anything 
about the incident, a court 
heard. 

James Heeson, 31, had got behind the 
wheel of his wife’s Volkswagen Golf and 
driven it less than a mile from their 
home when he hit a kerb and crashed it. 

Members of the public reported the 
accident to police and when officers 
arrived they found the vehicle locked 
and the windscreen smashed. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: 
“Officers could tell by the damage to the 
windscreen that the driver’s head had hit 
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the screen. 

“They attended the address registered 
to the car but there was no answer at the 
door. 

“Neighbours said his wife was heavily 
pregnant but police called local hospitals 
and she was not present at any of them. 

“They then entered the house and 
found his wife inside. She has hearing 
difficulties and hadn’t heard the door. 

“She told the officers that she’d gone to 
bed and left Heeson downstairs, and that 
he’d drunk wine at dinner.” 

As Heeson’s wife was speaking, 


Heeson came through the door with cuts 
and grazes to his head. He was dis¬ 
oriented and the court heard that the 
police could tell he had been drinking. 

The crash happened in Kingfisher 
Drive, Soham, on November 24 last year. 

Heeson, of Station Road, Soham, 
appeared before Ely magistrates last 
week and pleaded guilty to being in 
charge of a vehicle while unfit through 
drink. 

The court heard how he owns a 
business called Demon Industries, 
which supplies and installs audio and 
visual equipment. 

The magistrates also heard how tests 
after he was arrested showed he had 89 


milligrams of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood. The legal limit is 80 milligrams. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, said: “My 
client cannot remember a thing about 
the accident so is unable to say what 
happened or why. It’s clear there was an 
accident and that it happened less than 
a mile from their home. 

“He’s a man of good character and 
with his business, relies heavily on being 
able to drive.” 

Janet South, presiding magistrate, 
decided not to disqualify Heeson but 
endorsed his licence with 10 penalty 
points. He was also fined £250 and 
ordered to pay £85 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

As reported in the Week¬ 
ly News, 43-year-old Mr 
Tucker jetted off to Can¬ 
ada last year to work for 
the husband of pop sen¬ 
sation Pink. 

He submitted his port¬ 
folio in response to a job 
advert on the social net¬ 
working site Facebook and 
was offered the chance to 
work for Pink’s husband, 
Carey Hart, in a tattoo 
parlour in Niagara Falls 
just an hour later. 

As a result he, his wife 
Bonny, and their three 
children emigrated. 

The family have since 
moved back to Littleport 
after admitting the move 
was a “culture shock” for 
their children, however Mr 
Tucker still works regularly 
in Canada and will be 
flying back out there at the 
end of the month. 

Mr Tucker said: “The 
move was an opportunity 


we couldn’t let pass us by 
and we’re so glad we did it. 

“But if I’m being honest, 
as beautiful as it was, it 
was too much of a culture 
shock for the kids. 

“Even though we’re 
back, I still go out there 
regularly throughout the 
year to work in the Niag¬ 
ara Falls store, which is 
fantastic. 

“My focus is now turn¬ 
ing to the Ely store and I 
hope everything goes 
through without any 
problems.” 

Mr Tucker taught him¬ 
self how to design and ink 
tattoos about eight years 


ago. 

Hart had an acrimon¬ 
ious split from wife Pink in 
2008 and the singer, 
known for her feisty lyrics, 
lambasted him in her hit 
songs, including the UK 
number 1 single So What.

“On January 17, she saw 
she had two missed calls 
from him on her phone. 

“She ignored them but 
he started ringing her 
every 15 minutes and 
leaving voicemails. 

“The messages said 
things like ‘If you pick up 
I’ll leave you alone’ and 'I 
need to know, I love you’. 

“She found them very 
distressing and upsetting 
and the children were also 
distressed.” 

Fox-Teece, of Upton 
Place, Littleport, appeared 
at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday where he 
pleaded guilty to a charge 


of harassment without 
violence. 

Michael Judkins, mit¬ 
igating, said: “My client 
does still have feelings for 
her and on this day he let 
his emotions get the better 
of him. 

“The court has heard 
how she doesn’t think a 
restraining order is nec¬ 
essary and this is very 
much at the bottom of the 
harassment scale.” 

Fox-Teece was made 
subject to a 12-month 
conditional discharge and 
was ordered to pay £85 
court costs.

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Visitors just wild 
about wetlands! 


GUIDED walks and cycle 
rides encouraged families 
to celebrate International 
World Wetlands Day. 

Wicken Fen Nature 
Reserve held a range of 
events last weekend to 
mark the occasion. 

As well as walks and 
cycle tours of the reserve, 
visitors were also able to 
watch bird ringing 
demonstrations and learn 
the importance of 
conservation. 

This year marked the 
40th anniversary of the 
Ramsar Convention on 
wetlands, an 
intergovernmental treaty 


that provides the 
framework for national 
action and international 
co-operation for the 
conservation and wise 
use of wetlands and their 
resources. 

It is the only global 
environmental treaty that 
deals with a particular 
ecosystem. 

Wicken Fen was 
designated a Wetland of 
International Importance 
in 1995. 

Today there are 1911 
designated Ramsar 
wetland sites worldwide 
covering nearly 
187million hectares.

Poachers suspected 
as dead swans found 


POACHERS have been 
accused of slaughtering 
14 swans and cooking 
them on campfires at a 
popular beauty spot. 

Headless swan carcasses 
stripped clean of meat were 
left lying in a row at Block Fen 
Lakes, in Mepal - but police 
say “no offences” had been 
committed. 

Electrician Martin Audoire, 
48, found the trail of dev¬ 
astation while walking round 
the lakes last Monday 

He also spotted the 
remains of three campfires - 
where the birds may have 
been cooked - and reported 
his findings and suspicions to 
police and the RSPB. 


An initial investigation by 
the RSPB speculates that all 
14 birds hit electric overhead 
power lines and their remains 
eaten by wild animals. 

But Mr Audoire believes the 
lakes have been targeted in 
recent months by poachers 
stealing fish and birds to eat. 

He said: “Their bones had 
been picked completely 
clean. 

“There are too many swans 
in one place for them to have 
hit power cables. I could 
understand one hitting the 
cables, but 14? 

“The skeletons are left 
behind but no skulls or feet - 
it’s as if they had been filleted. 

“The carcasses are sur¬ 
rounded by the remains of 
about three camp fires which 


is suspicious. I think some¬ 
one killed them and cooked 
them in a stew or over a fire.” 

The dead birds were spot¬ 
ted at around 10am on Mon¬ 
day on the banks of the 
boating lake. 

Mr Audoire reported his 
grisly discovery to the 
Environment Agency, which 
contacted Cambridgeshire 
police and the RSPB. 

Mr Audoire’s wife lo, 48, a 
projects officer, revealed 
swans and fish have been 
stolen from lakes in the area 
before. 

The mother-of-four said: 
“It’s very bizarre. The RSPB 
put it down to birds hitting 
the overhead power lines. 
There are power lines but this 
has never happened in the 30 


years they’ve been there. 

A spokesman for the RSPB 
said an investigation is in 
progress and its initial com¬ 
ments are “speculation”. 

He said: “The likely scen¬ 
ario is because there are a 
large number of wild swans in 
the area they hit the overhead 
power lines. 

“This is speculation at the 
moment and the investi¬ 
gation is ongoing.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“We were contacted by the 
Environment Agency and 
visited the scene on Tuesday 
alongside the RSPB. 

“We established no off¬ 
ences had been committed 
and no further action was 
taken.

Renewed calls to 
cut village traffic

A COUNCILLOR has 
lashed out at lorry and 
farm machinery driv¬ 
ers after a tractor 
crashed through the 
front wall of a house. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, a county 
and district councillor, says 
he is “surprised” last week’s 
devastating collision in High 
Street, Wilburton, had not 
happened before. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, a tractor towing a 
trailer load of carrots smash¬ 
ed into the house next to 
Wilburton Garage last Mon¬ 
day morning, destroying the 
majority of the property’s 
fagade. 

Lisa Coupland, 22, who 
lives in the house with her 
partner Stuart Loton, had 
left for work just minutes 
before the collision. 

The couple, who rent the 
house from Miss Coupland’s 
parents, Karen and David, 
have had to move out while 
repairs get under way. 

Villagers insist police and 
highway bosses now need to 


clamp down on tractors and 
lorries travelling through 
East Cambridgeshire’s vill¬ 
ages instead of using the A10 
orA142. 

Cllr Hunt, who represents 
Wilburton in the Stretham 
ward, has been fighting to 
reduce the number of HGVs 
travelling through Wilburton 
and nearby Haddenham for 
years. 

He said: “I am surprised 
an accident such as this has 
not happened before. 

“Thank goodness the 
huge tractor that mounted 
the pavement did not kill 
any pedestrians, as could 
have so easily been the case. 

“There is a toxic mix of 
traffic travelling through 
these villages, including 
commuters from the north 
of the county, local resi¬ 


dents, agricultural traffic and 
HGVs and their roads 
cannot cope. 

“I and others have been 
successful in reaching agree¬ 
ment with some hauliers in 
moving the HGV traffic off 
the A1123 to the A142 and 
A10 but this is not an 
answer, it is an improve¬ 
ment.” 

Cllr Hunt added: "There 
will be no pleasure in saying 
"I told you so" when the next 
potentially even more 
serious accident happens, as 
it will if the high speed HGVs 
are not prevented from 
swarming through our 
villages.” 

A police investigation has 
since been launched foll¬ 
owing the collision. 

The tractor driver suffered 
minor injuries.

NOMINATED for seven Oscars, including 
three nods for its supporting cast, The 
Fighter is an incredible story of triumph 
against adversity in and out of the boxing 
ring. 

The brutal and physically demanding 
sport has frequently been a magnet for 
plaudits.

Make hedges 
a cut above 



IT’S A SNIF late winter is an ideal time to cut back hard tough hedges such as beech, 
pyracantha or yew - and regrowth will start almost immediately. 


H EDGES can be the 
making of a garden, 
providing clear 
boundaries and acting as a 
windbreak and a handsome 
green backdrop to other 
plants. 

A neglected hedge, on the 
other hand, can be a total 
eyesore - especially if it’s bare at 
the base or totally out of shape 
due to lack of pruning. 

Late winter is an ideal time to 
cut back tough hedges such as 
beech, pyracantha, yew (which 
is the only conifer which will re¬ 
shoot from old wood), holly and 
hawthorn. They can be cut back 
hard to rejuvenate and reshape 
them and re-growth will start 
almost immediately. If you feed 
the hedge the growing season 
before, it should come back 
healthy and vigorous. 

As a rule, it’s best to prune 
deciduous types in late winter 
and evergreens in spring. Feed 
and mulch in mid-spring and 
water during dry weather. Fill in 
unsightly gaps in the hedge with 
smaller plants and avoid trying

to match a plant with the height 
of an existing hedge. 

Be warned, though, that 
newcomers have to compete for 
food, moisture and light with the 
bigger, established plants, which 
is why the failure rate with in¬ 
filling is pretty high. 

Box hedging won’t be harmed 
by hard pruning. A bush can be 
drastically cut back in spring, 
but to avoid large bare patches, 
stagger the work over two to 
three seasons. 

Use sharp secateurs to prune 
holly hedges and evergreen 
cherry laurels, as the large 
glossy leaves turn brown and 
look terrible if they’re chopped 
in half with shears. 


Use a sharp bow saw for thick 
branches, loppers for those a 
little smaller and secateurs for 
twiggy growth. 

If you’re cutting back an old 
yew hedge, do it so that it's 
broader at the bottom than at the 
top, which will result in it being 
less vulnerable to snow damage 
and, more importantly, that the 
growth at the bottom of the 
hedge receives as much light as 
the growth at the top, so it’s not 
likely to become bare again in 
the future. 

To make the job easier, lay 
hessian or sheets of polythene at 
the base of the hedge if you are 
trimming a lot off it, to gather 
the clippings. 

If a conifer hedge has become 
bare at the base, consider 
growing other plants in front of 
it to cover the gaps, such as 
Euonymus fortunei (Emerald ‘n’ 
Gold or Emerald Gaiety), which 
are perfect for shady spots and 
will brighten up the plain green 
foliage of a hedge. 

Other plants which will grow 
happily at the base of a hedge 
include spurge, euphorbia, 


alchemilla, while in sunny spots 
you may be better off with 
lavender, herbs such as rosemary 
and sage and berberis. 

Consider, however, exactly 
what effect you are after. Filling 
in gaps may all be very well, but 
unless you are careful what you 
choose and space out fill-in 
plants evenly, your boundary 
could end up looking like a bit 
of a dog’s dinner. 


Cutting a hedge back hard 
should be done in stages, as it 
takes quite a lot out of the plant. 
In year one the top and one side 
can be pruned and the opposite 
side in year two. 

Start from the bottom and 
work upwards and, if possible, 
shred the clippings and put them 
on the compost heap as you go 
along. The top of the hedge 
should be trimmed last. It may 


look drastic but don’t worry - it 
will recover. 

Once your hedge has reached 
its required height and thickness, 
it should only need clipping 
once a year in August, or in the 
case of fast-growing hedges like 
leylandii, in May as well. 

Whatever method of hedge- 
pruning you take, look out for 
birds’ nests and don’t disturb any 
you come across.

However, Nicky Brett’s rink 
had other ideas, with Chris 
Falkner playing superbly at 
three, supported by Matt 
Marsden, at lead, and Wayne 
Bailey at two they stormed into a 
12-0 lead after only seven ends.
